2, What were the Effe&s of this Victory ? 

A. Edward, Earl of March, was proclaimed King 
of England, March 5th; and crowned, in the City 
of London, the zgth of June of the fame Year. 

2. How old was King Henry at the Time of his 
being dethroned ? 

4, Thirty-nine Years, and about three Months. 
Margaret, his Confort, brought him only one Son, 
called Edaward, who was in the ninth Year of his 
Age when his Father met with his ill Fate. We hhall 
obierve, that the Year 1438 was remarkable for a 
cruel Famine, which made dreadful Havock in En- 


gland and France atthe fame Time, and was follow- 
ed by the Plague. 


White Rofe, or King’s of the Houfe of York. 


EDWARD IV. Thirty.fixsh King of England. 
Reigned from 1461 to 1483. 
2. HAT became of the Queen after the 
above-mentioned Defeat ; 
4, She fled into Scor/and, together with the King 


her Confort, and the Prince of Wales, her Son; and 


met with a favourable Reception in that Kingdom. 

2. From whom ? 

A. From Mary of Gueldres, Mother of King James 
III, to whom fhe furrender’d Beravick, in hopes 
thereby of attaching the Queen more ftrongly to her 
Interefts; and to obtain a Body of Troops, in order 
to recover what the had loft. 

®. Did fhe procure any ? 

A. Yes; as alfo from the King of France ; and 
having thus got together a confiderable Body of 
French and Scotch, fhe enter’d Northumberland, Anno 
1463. 

*o Was her Enterprize faccefsful ? 

A. No; her Forces were entirely routed by Fobx 
Nivil, Baron of Montacute. The Year after, Henry, 
not knowing whither to retire ; and being afraid left 
the Scots fhoulddeliver him up, return’d to England, 
in order te conceal himfelf there ; bat was difco- 
ver'd and feiz’d ; and being carry'd to London inan ig- 
nominious Manner, was imprifon’din the Toaver. 

2, Whither did the Queen intend to retire? 

A. An Adventure, related by Monfire/et, would 
make one conclude that fhe defign’d alfo to conceal 
herfelf in England, till fuch Time as fhe might meet 
with an Opporrtunity of embarking ; fhe being afraid 
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of trufting the the Scots any longer. The Hifterian 
above cited, relates, that the Queen and her Son 
were taken by Thieves, who plunder’d then of every 
thing ; but that, quarrelling afterwards about the 
Divifion of the Booty, the Queen took she Prince 
her Son in her Arms, and went into the remoteft 
Part of a Foreft; where fhe would have died, thro’ 
Fatigue and Grief, had the not met with a humane 
Peafant, who, commiferating her Sufferings, conduct- 
ed her to the Sea-fide, where a Ship lay, which con- 
vey’d her to Flanders; from whence fhe proceeded 
to France, tothe Duke of Anjoy her Father, 

2.,Did Edward 1V. fit quietly ow his Throne 
after this Defeat? 

A. Being perfuaded, that the fureft Way to efta- 
blifh himfelf therein, would be to enter into an Al- 
Jiance with Lewis XI. King of France; he fent the 
Earl of Warick to demand Bona of Savoy, Sifter- 
in-Law to that King, in Marriage ; but juft as the 
Nuptials were upon the Point of being concluded, 
Edward fent Orders to the Earl to break the Treaty. 

2, For what Reafon ? 

A. This Monarch having caft his Eyes on E/iza- 
beth Widvil, Widow of Sir ‘fohbn Grey, and Daugh- 
ter to Sir Richard Widvile, afterwards created Earl 
Rivers, and Conftable of England, fell in love with 
her; and finding it impoffible for him to conquer his 
Paffion, he refolved to take her to Wife. 

2, Did fo unequal a Match give Satisfaction ? 

A. The Earlof Warwick refolved to revenge him- 
felf publickly for the Affront which Edavard had put 
wpon him; and the reft of the Nobles could not 

_ fee, without Jealoufy and Indignation, the Queen’s 
i railed to the higheit Employments of 
raft. 

2, What was the Confequence of this Refent- 
ment ? 7 

A, The Earl of Warcwick, the Marquis of Mon- 
tacute,. the Archbifhop of Yors, and the Duke of 
Clarence, (Brother to ing Edward) concerted Mea- 
fures,in order to dethrone Edward; and accordingly 
they railed an Army, Anno 1469; when they defeat- 
ed that of King Eawwerd; took him Prifoner the 
Year following ; and fent him to Midd/ebam Cattle in 
Yorkihire. | ; 

2. Did he not make his Efcape ? 

A, Yes; he bribed the Perfons who were appoint- 
ed to guard him; after which he levy’d a ftronger 
Body of Troops than the former, and then attack’d 
the Earl of }Parawick with fo much Fury, that he 
was forced to fly into France, with the Duke of C/a- 
rence. But during his Abfence, his Friends taking 
Advantage of King Edavard’s Remifinefs, (who now 
devoted himfelf entirely to his Pleafures) exerted 
themfelves fo vigoroufly, that he crofs'd the Sea with 
ail poffible Difpatch, in order to head them. » 

”. Did the Earl meer with better Succefs in this 
Engagement ? 
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A. Ygs; he forced King Edward to fly ; f 
land, ont ‘reftared Henry Re the Throne, the oe 
of Ofeber,.1470. He then fummon’'d a Parlitenes 
by which Edavard was declared a Traitor and Uf, ° 
and all his Poffeffions were confifcated. a al 

"2. Did his Affairs continue in this flourifhing Con. 
dition for any confiderable Time ? 

A. No: King Edward return’d to England abou 
the Middle of March, Anne 1471; and made aq 
Defcent at Raven/pur, he having brought two thou. 
fand Men with him. Ina few Days Edward levy'd 
a powerful Army, and the Earl hafted to London - 
but coming to an Engagement at Barnet, he loft a 
Life in it, as alfo the Marquis of Montacute his Bro. 
ther ; upon which Henry was again imprifon'd in the 
Tower, the 14th of April; 1471, and Edward re- 
afcened the Throne. - . 

: Q, Was no’ farther Attempt made to dethrone 
im ? . 

4, Queen Margaret headed a powerful Army, 
under whom Prince Edaward her Son, the Duke of 
Somerfer, the Earls of Devonfbire and Oxford, and 
other Perfons of Diftin€tion commanded. 

Q. What did King Edward upon this Occafion * 
4. He march’d forth againft them; and comin 
up with the Enemy near Tewk/bury, defeated them 
entirely the 3d of May. Edaward, Prince of Wales, 
with the Queen, were taken Prifoners, and the for- 
mer was afterwards barbaroufly murder’d; the Duke 
of Somerfet was taken and beheaded ; and the Earls 
of Richmond and Pembroke, being obliged to fly inte 

Bretagne, were there feized. 

2, What became of the King and Queen? 

A. King Edward facsificed Henry, who was then 
in the fiftieth Year of his Age, to his Security; and 
as for the Queen, fhe was imprifon'd in the Tower, 
and did not recover her Liberty till the Year 1475; 
at which Time fhe return’d into France, after Leewis 
had promifed to pay fifty thoufand Crowns (in five 
Years) for her Ranfom, which he did accordingly. 

2. What did King Edward next? 

A. He vifited all Parts of his Dominions; and 
caufed above fourteen hundred Gentlemen (impeach’d 
or convicted of adhearing to King Henry's Intereit) 
to be put to death; and to compleat thefe bloody 
Executions, he caufed the Duke of Clarence, his 
Brother, to be drown’d in a Butt of Malmifey. 

2, For what Reafon? 

A. Becaufe he had fpoke, in the Heat of Paffion, 
with too much Freedom againft Edward, and had 
even hinted that he was a Baftard. Not to mention 
that be alfo had drawn upon himfelf the Hatred of 
the Queen, and of Richard Duke of Gloucefer, 
(Edward's other Brother) who afpired to the Crown 
after his Death. . 

2. Are thefe the only memorable TranfaCtions 10 
King Edwara’s Reign? 

A. He obliged James II. King of Scots, to a

befieged, and thofe that had taken Refuge, or depo- 
fited their Effeéts therein. By this Rendition, which 
the Scots impeach of Treafon and Treachery, Crem- 
eeil obtained 8000 {mall Arms, 80 Barrels of Pow- 
der, and a proportionate Quantity of Shot, befides 
55 Pieces of Ordnance, fome of them remarkable for 
Sizeand Beauty, all the King’s Hangings, Tapeftry, 
and Jewels. 

In the mean Time Cromwell had {ummoned Ster- 
Jing, but in vain, and was marched as far as G/a/gow, 
which with many other Places of lefs mr meaget 
fubmitted tohis Arms. But the continual Fatigue of 
a Winter Campaign, in fuch a bad Country, threw 
him into a very bad State of Health for upwards of 
three Months; which Time was fo improved by the 
Scots, that they crowned their King at Scoon, on the 
iftof Feruay, and under his Commiffion raifed an 
Army of 16000 Men, and continued to raife more 
Forces, and to iupport themielves from the Country 
ot Fi, into which Cromave// had net as yet been 
able to gain a proper Paflage ; and therefore, as foon 
ashe was able to aét im public, the Lord General, 
withthe Advice of his chief Officers, marched in quel 
ofthe Enemy, and offered them Battle, in cafe they 
would come out of their ftrong fortified Camp, at 
‘orqwooa near Sterling ; and in their Sight ftormed the 
Gariifon at Calendar-houfe, and put them all to the 
Sword, except the brave Governor. 

Soon after this it was refolved to pafs over into 
Fis., in order to cut off the Source of the Enemies Sup- 
plies, which enabled them to protract Time, and pro- 
long the War. Col. Overton was confequently order- 
ed upon this Service, with 1600 Foot, and four 
Troops of Horfe who landed through Showers of 
great and imal] Shot at the North Ferry in Fife; while 
Cromwell kept clofeto the King’s main Army, in- 
tending to fall upon their Rear, in cafe they moved 
to diiturb this Enterprize, Neverthelefs the Kin 
found Opportunity to fend Major-General (tle 
Col. Ho/burn, with a Reinforcement of four thoufand 
Men, to force the Englif out of Fife; but, before 
they could arrive round the Head of the Forth or 
Frith, Overton was fo well{upported by two Regi- 
ments Of Horfe, and two of Foot, that he fell upon 
the King’s Forces with unexpeéted Fury, and entively 
defeated them, took Brean» Prifoner, with many 
other Officers, and 1200 Soldiers, and Colours of 
Horfe and Foot, and killed 2000 upon the Spot, 

This Victory gave the Engi a {ure Footing on the 
other Side of the Frith, proved the Bane of the Scotch 
Affairs, determined the Garriions every. where to fur- 
render, almott as faft as they were fummoned ; and 


threw the King and his Army into great Confternation, 
Who cecamped immediately, and marched into Ster- 
ing Park; waxher they were followed by C-omavel/l,

except on very advantagous ‘Terms, aflur 
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but in vain ; and therefore he came to this Refelutio® 
to tranfport his Army into Fife ; in order to carry of 
the War on that Side; which he put in execution 
on the 22d of Ju/y, and carried it on with Succes. 
Bat, asthis Ruin of his Affairs in Scor/end put King 
Caries If. upon making an Irruption into Ang/and, 
the Lord General was highly blamed for leaving the 
South open to his Arms, at leait three Days March. 

The Duke of Argyle, on the other Side, diffuaded’ 
the King from entering Englaxd; and, the contrary 
Opinion prevailing againft his found Reafons, he 
quitted the Field, laid down his Commiffion, and re- 
tired to his own Eftate in the Highlands; and the 
King marched with his Army from Yeriing on the 
lat Day of Fu/y, and entered England, by the Way 
of Carilifle, with 16000 Men, on the 6th of Aagu/f. 
As foon as Charles fet his Foot on Eng/if Ground, 
he was proclaimed rightful King of Great-Britain, 
and publifhed a free Pardon to all his Subjects of 
England, of whatever Nature or Crime their Offences 
were, excepting Cromwell, Bradjbaw, and Coke, 
whom he looked upon to be the principal Movers and 
Authors of his Father’s Murder. 

The March of the King’s Army allarmed the Par- 
liament, and the whole Nation extremely ; bat Crom 
avell, who, upon the firft Advice of fuch a Motion, 
had difpatched General Lambert with 7 or 800 Horfe, 
and to draw as many moreas he could from the 
Country Militia, to moleft and to oblige the Enemy 
to keep clofe, without coming to any Baga ement, 

them by 

Exprefs, * That he weuld overtake the Enemy, and 
* give a good Account of them, before they fhould 
‘ give them any trouble at Wefminfler ;' and, after 
he had put the Affairs of Scot/and in fuch a Pofture, as 
effectually to fecure what was already obtain'd, and 
given Lieutenant-General Mont neceflary Orders how 
to behave with the Forces committed to his Charge, 
in cafe of any Difturbance or Revolt after his Depar- 
ture, he marched out of Scot/and, and pafled the Tine 
onthe 12th of Auguff; while the Parliament, by In- 
ftrudtions from the Lord General, raifed the Militia of 
Staffordjbire, Lancajbire, and Cheftire, who, undef 
the Command of Col. Birch, joined Lambert. They 
alfo fent Lord Fairfax, with a formidable Body, to 
flank the King’s Army; and commanded out the Mi- 
litia of London, and ftridily enjoined the adjacent 
Counties to fend Horfe and Men at their ewn Charges, 
However, notwithftanding thefe Precautions, and 
the Act they publifhed againft Correfponding, Serv- 
ing, or Aiding, and for all Perfons to ufe their beft 
Endeavours to obftruét his March, the King led his 
Scotch Army witha furprifing Speed thro’ Lancafire, 
tho’ he met not with the Encouragement ‘from the 
Englife ashe had expeéted ; and forced the Pafs of 
Warrington Bridge, defended by Lambert and his 
Party ; the Scors, as they fell on, crying out, ‘ Oh 
‘ you Rogues! we’ will be with you before your 
* Cromwell comes.’ This encouraged the Karl af 
4K Derby 
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Derly to raife 1500 Horfe for his Majefty’s Service; but 
they were met and routed by Col, Jobs Lilburn, near 
Wigan, alibat eighty Horfe, with whom the Earl vetreat- 
cd, and joined the King at Worteffer, where he hed raken 
ub-his Garters on the 22d of Adewff, having marched 
390 Miles. in three weeks ; and was preparing to receive 
the Enemy, who were now uniting on al Sides ito atrack 
him, and made together $0,000 cflettive Men, including 
eh@ Militia, ar cheir Conjunftion at Keynton, thou h his 
Majefty’s Forces were lien’ reduced to 13000 by Deters 
tion 

‘The Lord General having refolved on a fpeedy Advance 
to Wrcefler, by the Advice of his Officers, wentto recon 
noitre, the Pofture and Situation of the Encmy, who were 
cheamped without rhe Ciry, and had broken down all the 
Bridges for {everal Miles; but he tirft detached’ Lambert, 
A fecure the Pals of Upton Bridge, who advancing with a 
{ital) Party of Horfe and Drageons, found it bi oken down, 
all but one Plank, over which (faysmy Author) thefe dar- 

ing Fellows, having quitred their Horfes crepe unefpied 
upon their Bellics; and, being foon after fupported by a 
itrong Parry of Horfe, forced the Svets to retire, with 
Mnffry, their General, to Worceffer, The Parliament 
Morees repaired this Uridge with the utmolt Expedition, 
for the Paflage of General Fleetswood’s Corps from Banbury, 
which {till marching forward laid a Bridge over the 
Yeane, which talls into the Severn about a Mile below 
brovcefter, while the Lord General was facilitating their 
App oaches to the City, by a Bridge of Boats over the 
Sever, on the other Side; which reduced the Scots 
Lo very narrow J.imits, and obliged them to difpute the 
Vaflave of the Teame with Fleetavood, which was done wivh 
grea’ Bravery and Conduét, till Cromevell, in Perfon led 
ovev the River two Regiments of Horfe, which fo ene

~ Ths happened about Three o’Clock on the thind of Sep. 
tember ever momorabic and forrunace t) Cromaedl and his 
Parry ;' it being the very Day twelvemonth he had obtains 
ed the “fional Viktory over the Scots at Dunbar, which 
hath loft them their Liberty-and Kingdom. 

Preftmly after the King calling a Council of War, it 
war refolved to engage Crowwell, himfclt. Accordingly, 
they on a tudden Auid out againit hint with fo much 
Fory, that his invincible Lite-guard could’ nor fuftain the 
Shock, but wag forced to retire in fome Diforder ; and 
Nis Cannon likewife were’ for‘ fome time in the Power 
of the King’s Party : But Mulrirtdes of freth Forees com. 
ihg in, at Jatt rhe Scale turned on Cromeeil’s Side. The 
Barrie continued threc.or foar Hours with great Fiercenefs 
and varions Succels, tll the &o¢s being over-powered by 
Cropieuell’s fuperior Force, were totally routed, flyin 
away fn grear Confufion to fecure ech efoes. The Horfe 
made astaftas they could back again towards the North ; 
but ric. Soar. ran into rhe Ciry, being cotely purfaed by 
fome ot the Congicrors, who furiouliy flew through ell 
the Streets doing fiich terrible Execution, that there was 
nothing to be feen for fome time bur Blood and Slaughter. 
As {oon as the Lord ‘General had forced his Way through 
Sodbury Gare, whilit this Party were killing and flaging 
all they met with, he with fome Regiments ran up ro the 
Port-Royal, commanded by Col. Drimmond ; and, being 
yut about so Storm jr, he firft venrured his Perfon thro’

Amongft the Prifoners were Duke Hamilton, who pre.

Sir Packington, Six Ralph Clare, Sir Richard Cyn. 
ni ; Mr. Richard Fathaw, Setretary to the King;

Colonejis of Horfe, eight of Foot, fix Majors of Hore 
thirteen of Foor; thirty-feven Captains of Horfe, feventy. 
two of Foot, thirty-fhve Quarter-maiters, cighty-nine 
Lieutenants, fome General-Officers, feventy-fix Cornets of 
Horie, ninety-nine Enfigns ot foot ; alfo the King’s Stand. 
ard, Coach and Horfes, and his Collar of SS, which his 
Majefty had thrown away to facilitate his own Efcape ; 
which he had the good Fortune to effed. : 

This entinely ruined the Affairs of King. Charles II. and 
fer Cromwell above all Oppoiition ; fo thar in his Account 
to the Parliament we find. thefe remarkable Words, 
which enigmatically fhew his immediate Intention to ayai] 
himfelf of this Crifis to thake off rhe Fecters of the Parlia- 
—_ and to feize upon the {upreme Power over his Con. 
gueits. . 

** The Bimenfions of this Mercy (fays he to rhe Parlia. 
ment) are above my Thoughts ; it is, tor ought ] know, a 
crowning Mercy; furely, if it be nor, fuch, a one we 
fhall have, if this provoke thofe rhat are concerned in it 
to Thankfulnefs, -and the Parliament to do the Wii) ofhim, 
who hath done hisWill tor itr, and tor the Natien ; whofe 
good Pleafure is to eftablifh the Nation, and the Change of 
tle Government, by making the People fo willing to the 
Detence therefore, and fo fignaliy to blefs the Endeavours 
of your Se. vants in thislare great Work. Lam boid hum- 
bly te beg, thar all Thoughts may tend to the promotin 
ot his Honour, who kath wrought fo great Salvation, ane 
that the Fatnefs ot rhefe contisued Meicies may not occa. 
fion Pride and Wanronnefs, as formerly the like hath 
done toa chofen People.’ 

In fine, Monk having reduced Sterling,the chief Strength 
of all the Scots, and Dundee with as terrible a Maflacre, as 
you havehcard was done at Tredaeh ; and {uprifed a Con- 
vention ot the Scotch Nobility, amongit whom was od 
General Lefley, and fent them Prifoners to London ; and all 
that Kingdom, as tar as the Iles ot Orkney and Shet/and, 
being conguered ; forhat he had nothing more ™ tear 
from the North ; Cromevell haited to Lonaon, to put the 
finifhing Hand to his grand Deligns He was met onthe 
Road by tour Commiflioners from the Parliamenr, beyond 
Aylesbury, to pay him all Marks of Honour and Eiteem: 
aid at Aéfon he was folemnly met by the Speaker, and the 
reit of the Members and Council of State, &¢. who 
foon after, -amengit other Bounties, Seitled 4000}, a 
¥car upon him, betides the 2500 granted to him be- 
fore. 

Bur all thefe Favours, nor the great Power lodged in 
him, nor the regaid paid to his Wail in all their Debates, 
nor the Weight he had in a!l their Councils, could fatisfy 
his Ambition. An¢, therefore, defiring a Mecting of fe- 
véral of the chief Men of the Parliament, and Council of 
Stare, at the Speaker’s Houft, ht, under a Prerence of 
knowing their f{everal Opinions concerning. the Setting 
of the Nation, founded their particular Sentiments in 
regard’ to the Form of Government. In this Conter- 
ence, he found rhe Soldiers for a Republic, and the Law- 
yers for a mixed ‘Monarcky. | Not-long atter this Confe- 
sence, the Lord General Cromwell difcourfed more openly 
with Commiffioner Whitlock.

An Authentic Account of the Life and Memoirs of 
William Smith, an unfortunate Convid?, exe- 
cuted at Tyburn, on the 3d of Oktober, 1750, 
for ForGery. Written by Himfelf. 


T H1S unhappy Man, (30 Years of Age) was the only 
Son of the Rev. John Smith, Rector of the Parith o 


Kilmore, in the County of Meath, in Ireland; his Bee 
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‘nefit was aboot Sos? 2 Year. He Was a Man remafk- 


able for his Sanctiy, Virtue and Charity; and he conferred 


*@ very liberal Education upon his Son, who had the 


Misfortune to {ee his Reverend Father defended to the 
Grave, while. his filial Ofispring was yet. in his Minority. 
The Clergyman was alfo furvived by his Widow 
one Daughter ; his patrimonial Eftare and perfonal Effects 
wete cqually divided between the Mother and her (we 
on ie the Whole amounting to 2700 /. William, on 
the Deceafe of his Father, was continued ac School ill he 
was capable of receiving Admiffion into the Univeriiry of 
Dublin, or of being apprenticed to fome genteel and 
reputable Employment : However, as he was che peculjar 
Favourite et his Mother, he received all che Indu'gence of 
maternal Fondnefs ; and, initcad of beiag advantageoufly 
licuated in the World, he was continually irted to . 
purfuc every sural Recreation, till he arrived at on adale 
Age, when he was empowered to demand the Pofleifion 
of his own Fortune, which made himfelf roo opiniona- 
tively important to fubmit to the Controu!l of any Supe. 
rior. He was now advancing inthe twenty-fecond Year 
ot his Age, when he contracted with --.---, a Gentiemara 
poficfied of a gentee] Fortune in the County of Meath, 
who made his Addvefles to the Sifter of Mr. Swith, aad 
foon atterwards became one of the Family by marrying 
the young Lady: This matrimonial Cnfanguinity in- 
creafed the Intumacy berween Mr. Swith-and Mr. «--- ; 
their Days rotted away in the molt agreeable Harmony, 
and each of them {cemed to participace the etmott Fefi- 
licity in the Corroboration of their Fiiencthip; bue 
---- had ingalved himfelf in fo many Difficulties in the 
Law, that he was obliged to feek Security by retiing 
trom the Places he ufua'ly frequented.” At this Time Mr. 
Smith very percepubly difcovered the. Diminurian of the 
sreatelt Part of his Forrune; however, his Affection go 
vis Silter, and his Fiiendfhip tor Mr. -ese were more pie. 
dominant in his Mind than the Confulration ot his own 
Inrereit; and rhe Remainder of his Fortune was foon 
atte: wards exhautted in the Maintenance of his Silter and 
the Service of her Husband. The Mother of Mr. Semith 
had already {applied My. ---- with a confiderable Page 
of her Fortune, and, being unwilling uteerly to im 
verith herfelf, fhe very prudently denied any farthae 
Ailutance ; which obliged Mr. ---- to male his Departure 
trom Ive/and tor che Security ot his Perfon, and in Hopes 
of obtaining fome profitable Fmployment at Sea, as there 
were Wars then vigorouily againit the Crowns of Frapece 
and Spain ; however, Mr. -r--, before he quitied the. drifb 
Dominions, execured a Bond to M:. Smith, for 90 1. and 
upwards, tor which he ttood indebred to him; after 
which Mr. «--- proceeded ro Briffol, where he procured a 
coniiderable Sraruon on board’ one of the Ships called 
The Royal Family Privateers; where he continue 
till the Ceffarion of Arms,and became intitled-to confiders 
able Sums of Moncey for his Dividend ot the Caprures, 

On the Departure of Mr. ----, the unmtoiunare Mr. 
Smith was reduced to a very neceflitous Condition; his 
Poveity was fo great, that ic brokhe:down the Fences of 
Honeity, and prompted him: ro penetrate a notorious 
Crime, by impofing a, Forgery om Mr. Seosft and Come 
pany, Bankers, in Dublin, tor which he was obliged to 
guit tke Kingdom; and, to cvade rhe diligent Search of 
thofe Gentiemen, he fhipped himfelf on board his Mae 
jelty’s Ship the Surprize, commanded by Captain Webb 
who smphayed him as his Clerk, and with whom he 
continued 111} che Expiration of the War, with which he 
found his own Iniercft was ended; therefore, to fice 
himfelf of the Apprehenfions of being. detained any 
longer ia the Fleet, be forges! the Names of the fipning 

Officers » 
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Officers of the Ship to fome Tickets with which he 
left the Service, fold the Tickets at Port/mouth, and 
fet out for London. On his Arrival in this great Me- 
tropolis, he contraéted an Acquaintance with Mifs 
, a very agreeable young Lady of the 
Town, and now a Prifoner for Debt inthe Marfa/- 
fea, with vehom he cohabited till his Money was ex- 
haufted ; and then he began to write in the Capacity 
of a Clerk with a Gentleman of the Law, in the 
Neighbourhood of Lincoln’s-Jnx, with whom he con- 
tinued a confiderable Time in Reputation and Efteem. 
Here he again met with his Brother-in-law, Mr. —— 
and received him with undiflembled Affection ; and 
as a Proof of his Sincerity, on the Information of 
Mr. , thathe was unable to difcharge the 
Bond, Mr. Smith committed it to the Flames, in the 
Prefence of feveral creditable Perfons, at a Publick - 
houfe in Portugal-ffreet. 

Mr. Smith diligently attended his Bufinefs, and by 
his graceful Demeanour, entertaining Converfation, 
and Claffical Knowledge, eftablifhed himfelf in the 

eneral Love of his Acquaintance ; but, tho’ he had 
icherte efcaped the Oblervation of thofe Gentlemen 
he had offended, he incurred the Chaftifement of 
Heaven, in labouring under a fevere Fit of the Rheu- 
matifm, which confined him almoft a Month to his 
Bed ; therefore when his Money was all fpent, and 
moft of his Cloaths in Pledge for the Procuration of 
common Neceflaries, he was, at laft, obligedto get ad- 
mitted into St. George’sHofpital, near Hyde Park-Cor- 
ner, where he continued under a tedious Indifpofition 
‘for the Space of fix Months, before he was capable 
of exercifing his Limbs, Immediately, on his Dif- 
charge, he repaired to his former Place in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Linco/n’s-Inn; but his Joints were fo 
contraéted with his Rheumatic Diforder, that he was 
incapable of procuring his ufual Support; and, in 
this pitiful Exigency, had the Unhappinefs to meet 
with Walter Patterjfon at a Publick-houfe in Clare- 
Market, where, as Countrymen, they contracted an 
Intimacy, very fatal to Mr. Smith. Patter/on had 
been originally bred to the Law in Dublin, where he 
pretended he had been admitted an Attorney of the 
Court of Excheguer ; which drew the Credulity of 
Mr. Smith, aad occafioncd him to repofe an implicit 
Confidence in whatever Paiterfon aflerted, who ex- 
ceeded his whole Country in the Art of Diffimulation. 
Patterfon was in little better Circumftance than Mr. 
Smith; he had aflociated himfelf with fome other of 
his defpicable Country:men, and, if not fraudulently, 
it was certsinly very artfully, that he and his Confe- 
derates obtained fome confiderable Sums of Money 
from a very eminent Phyfician, either for the real or 
the pretended committing a very atrocious, deteila- 
ble, and unnatural Crime. Mr. S,ith was entirely pre- 
vented, bv the Remains of his Diforder, from procur- 
ing any Manner of sublittance ; his Credit was lit- 
tie, his Apparc! only the neceflary Covering of his 
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Nakednefs; and, in this indigent State, P 
with his Accomplices, slvalied on Mr. Sealed te on" 
gage in one of their Schemes for extorting a more con. 
fiderable Sum from the Phyfician, in which they fae, 
ceeded, and divided the Money. After this M,. 
Smith and Patterfon took Lodgings together in Duke. 
fireet, near Lincoln's-/nn-Fields, where they lived in 
a good deal of Gaiety, continually frequenting th 
Coffee-houfes and Taverns adjacent to Cozent-Garden 
with fome of the Players, till their Pockets where 
almoft difburthened. Poverty generally breeds Dif. 
content ; it did fo between Mr. Smith and Patic-for 
they parted Lodgings ; but Parter/om had the Advan. 
tage, ashe had a Method of obtaining Money in q 
clandeftine Manner, which he never communicated 
to the other, becaufe he had found him too confcien- 
tioufly {crupulous in the Tranfaction he had already 
been privy to. Some Difpute happening between 
them relative to the Defrayirg the Expences of their 
Lodging in Duke-fireet, Words arofe, and fo great a 
Variance enfued, that Mr. Smith infifted Patterfon 
fhould never afterwards endeavour to affociate hiinielf 
in his Company ; and, from that Time Mr. Smith 
was entirely ignorant of every Proceeding undertaken 
by Patter/on or any of his Accomplices, either againit 
Mr. Wolpole, or any other Perfon. 
Mr. Smith, on his Diffenfion with Patter/on, was 
in fo neceflitous a Condition, that he rafhly adventur- 
ed to vifit the eminent Phyfician above-mentioned, 
with Hopes of extorting a Sum of Money from him; 
he was eafily admitted, and demanded a Supply, but, 
on a Refufal, clapped a Piftol tothe Breaft of the old 
Gentleman, and infifted upon his immediately giving 
him five Guineas ; the Phyfician was aftonifhed at {uch 
an unexpected Attack ; he feized Smith by the Col- 
lar, but in the Scuffle, Smithregained it. The Phyfician 
then told: him, he durft not fhoot him; Smith was 
exanimated ; dropped on his Knees, and intreated 
the Phyfician to forgive the Injury; the other gave 
him Affurances of his Safety, fupplied him with three 
Guineas, and permitted him to efcape unmoleiied 
from the Purfuit of his Servants. 

immediately after this Affair, Mr. Smith contrac- 
ed an Acquaintance with Mr. —— » and another 
Perion who was formerly a Trooper in the Regiment 
commanded by Sir ‘Yohn Ligonier ; they lodged toge- 
ther a confiderable Time, and lived conftantly with 
one another in the greateft Familiarity: Mr. Smith 
was ftill in a very neceffitous Condition, and Mr. 
—— was alfoimpoverifhed ; they acted fome fharp- 
ing Tricks in Conjunétion, and Poverty inftigated the 
former to commit chat A& of tnfuftice which occa- 
fioned the Deprivation of his Life. Mr. —— was in 
daily Expeétation of a Remittance from Jreland. 
His Letters from that Country were moft generally 
direéted to be left at the Temple-Exchange Coffee- 
houfe in Fleet-freet ; and, as he wasapprehenfive of 
being arrefied, he fent Mr. Smith to make Enquiry 
alior 
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after the Letter. After frequently calling at the Tem- 
ole- Exchange Coffee-houfe, Mr. Smith at laft recéiv- 
ed the expected Letter, directed to Mr. Weekes; he 
new there was a Remittance inclofed, upon which 
he opened the Letter, where he found a will of Ex- 
change for 45 J. drawn, in Favour of Mr Thomas 
Weekes, by Mr. Thomas Boufield, a Merchant in 
Cork, on his Correfpondent, Mr. Yonethan Gurnell 
and Company, Merchants in, Loxdon; the Sight. of 
this Bill, the greedy Expectation of receiving the 
Money, and the Hopes of relieving his Necefiity, av- 
duced Mr. Smith to think of defrauding Mr. Weekes, 
by counterfeiting hts manual Signature by Way of In- 
dorfement on the Bill of Exchange; which he ac- 
cordingly did, and alfo forged a Receipt for the Sum 
of 10 /. which he underftood Mr. exes had reeeiv- 
ed from Mr. Gurne//on the Credit of this Bill of Ex- 
change, when the firft Advice came to his Hands. 
As there was 35 /. due onthe Bill of Exchange, Mr. 
Smith went immediately to the Houfe of Mr. Gurze//, 
and demanded the Payment, of the Money; when 
the Clerk belonging to that Gentleman acquainted 
Mr. Sith, that his Mafter was not at Home, and he 
could not undertake the Payment ef it without his 
Orders ; but that, if Mr. Sa’ would call again in 
the Afternoon, he might fee Mr. Gurnei/. 

Upon this Difappointment, Mr. Smith was obliged 
ro ftudy fome more artful Stratagem to delude the 
Merchant; which whea he had done, he waited up- 
on, and was introduced to Mr. Gurne//, who told 
him he was not inclinable to. pay the Money to any 
other Perion but Mr, Wcekes.:. Upon which Mr. 
Smith reply’d, that Mr. Weekes.was extremely ill, and 
was incapable of quitting his Bed. Mr. Gurnel/ then 
afked him where Mr. eckes had his Lodgings, and, 
being particularly informed of the Houfe, which was 
fituated near Oxford-market, he told Mr. Smith, that 
he would fend his Clerk with the Money to Mr. 
Heeces the next Morning, ‘This was no more than 
what Mr, Smith expected, and, againft which, he 
had taken a very fubtle Precaution ; for, on his De- 
parture from the Merchant, he inftantly went to the 
Houfe where he pretended Mr. Weekes had his Lodg- 
ings; though, at the fame Time, he knew Mr. 
+ cekes had privately quitted them a Day or two be- 
fore, for Fear of being arrefted by his Landlord (to 
whom he made an extraordinary Apology for the 
Conduct of Mr. #eekes) and acquainted him that Mr. 
eckes was apprehenfive of an Arreft, which pre- 
vented him from receiving a Sum of Money on the 
Bill of Exchange, which he produced; then told hrm 
that the Merchant's Clerk would be there the next 
Morning to pay the Money to Weekes, informed him 
of whathe had related-to Mr. Gurneié, aflured him 
that //’cekes intended to pay him for his Lodgings, and 
that there was no other Way of doing it than by per- 
Min <mio to Carry onthe Deceit, by going to 
Uca there, and perfonating himfelf tor the incitpofed

Mr. Weekes. The Scheme fucceeded, he was admit 
ted to Bed, and, in the Morning, the Merchant's 
Clerk was fhewn into the Room, where he found the 
imaginary Mr. Weekes in a State that had all the Ap 
pearances of the pretended Indiipofition. He deli- 
vered his Meflage; faid he had brought the Money, 
and laid it down upon the Table ; with a mimic fau! 
tering Speech, Mr. Srith defired him to leave it, and 
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_figned his Name to a Receipt for the Money, 


which he had ready drawn up. ‘The Clerk lefthim, 
Mr. Smit immediately rofe from the Bed, and made 
direCtly off, without paying any Thing to the Man 
of the Hovfe. | 

When Mr. Smith got the 35 /. in his Crftody, he 
immediately reflected how to appropriate it to the bett 
Advantage, becaufe he was fenfible that his Tranfac- 
tions with Parter/on were publickly known throughout 
the whole Circle of his Acquaintance ; he was con- 
{cious his Charafter had been vilified on that Oc- 
cafion ; and he was timorous either of returning to his 
Bufinefs, or reforting among his ufual Company: He 
therefore cameto a Refolution of detaining the prin- 
cipal Part of the Money from Mr. /f’eekes, and to 
embark himfelf for fome of the #’merican Colonies ; 
but, as he knew the Neceflity of Mr, Weekes, he 
wasdetermined to leave him a Partoftthe Money fuf- 
ficient to defray his Expences to Yrefand; thenhe 
confidered that che’ Remainder Would be too infigni- 
ficant to appear abroad in a Character of any Gen- 
lity ; and therefore he was incited to attempt ano- 
ther Forgery on a very eminentGentleman, who Was, 
at that ‘lime, involved in fuch a Manner by a Com- 
bination of Parterfon and other Adherents, as to give 
Mr. Smitha ftrong Plaufibility of fucceeding in his in- 
tended Fraud. 

Patterfon, immediately after his Difference with 
Mr. Smith, began to put in Execution a Scheme which 
he had, long before, projected againft the Honourable 
Edward Walpole, Eq; and, he, together with his 
Accomplices, fo artfully managed the Affair, as to 
obtain a Bill of Indictment againft that Gentleman, 
on a villainous Profecution, which terminated in 
the Imprifonment of Parterfon, and the Concealment 
of his Accomplices; though Partterfon found Means 
to efcape from his Confinement, and evade the E.xc- 
cution of the Sentence pronounced againit him at 
H:cks’s-Hail, for ftimulating fo bafe a Profecution a- 
gaint Mr. Walpole. 

Before the Profecation againft Mr. Waipo/e came 
toan Iffue in the Court of King’s-Bench, it was the 
general Converfation of the Town: Mr. Smith un- 
fortunately became acquainted with the Report, and 
without imparting his Defign to any other Pérfon,

Smith made a very genteel Appearance, and was im- 
mediately admitted to the Prefence of Mr. Walpole, when 
he gave him Information that Patterfor had borrowed the 
Sum of 1sod. for which he had periested the above-men- 
tioned Bond, which he mat old g Smith told Mr. Walpole 
that he underftood Patterfon was carrying on a traudu- 
lett Profecution againtt him; for fupporring of which, 

Patterfon had borrowed this Money of Smith, who de- 
clared he was entircly ignorant of the Purpote tor which 
Patterfon intended to apply it; and acquainred Mr. Wat- 
pole, that it he would pay off the Bond, it fhould be af- 
signed over to him, whereby he would have an Oppore 
tunity of putting it into immediate Execution againit Pitt 
terfon; which would effectually extinguifh the Virulence 
of the Profecution, projected by Patterfon againit Mr. 
baldvle. 

Atter patiently attending to the Declaration of fo plaufi- 
hlea Fiction, Mr. Walpole was alarmed, and told Smith, he 
had Reafon toconjecture him rather as an Abettor, anda 
Spy, come down in the Behalf of Patterfon, than as a 
Friend to himlelf; and therefore he mult beg Leave to de- 
rain him, till he could receive fome faristactory Account 
of bis Character. Smith tound himeit circumvented, and 
apologized againft his Detention; he endeavoured to 
cleape, but in vain; He was fecured, taken before a Ma- 
pitrare, examined, and, after fome Fquivoeations, ree 
lating to. his Parenrage and Place of Nativity, was come 
mirted to Reading Goal on the 6th of Yrene lait, in 
order to his Arraignment at the then approaching Alfizes 
at Alingdon.

iure and Line in his Countenance ; on which he moettiy 
seplied ir might be fa, and tome ether Subjeét being itert- 
co, the Matcer dropped. Early the next Morning Carecy 
being called upon to xo out with the Hounds, detived tobe 
executed, which the Colonel being informed ef, went to 
the Figid without him. Soon after Crew came down 
Stairs, and flightly enquiring whichWay rhe Colonel gene. 
rally returned, walked our, and going to 4 Houle tre. 
quented by his Community, exchanged his Gloaths tor a 
ragged Habit, made a counrerteit Wound in his Thigh, 
took a Pair of Crutches, and having difguif'd his Face 
with a» venerable pity-moving Beard, and foree other Al- 
tcerations, wenrin fearch of the Colonel, whom he found 
inthe Town at Everfhet, His lamentable Moons beran 
almoit as fo00 as the Coione| was in Sight: His GCountte 
nance exprefied nothing bur Vain; his pretended Wound 
was expuied to the Colonel's Eye, and the Tears tricked 
down his filverBeard. As the Colonel’s Heart was nor 
Proof againit {uch an affeéting Sighr; he threw hin halt 
a Crown, which Carey received with exeberant Grati. 
tude, and rhen with ercar Submithon delired to be in- 
formed, if Colonel] Stranzeways, a very charzable Genrlee 
man, did not livein that Neighbourhood, and begged ro 
be diredied the ncarcit Way to his Seat; on which the 
Colonel, filled with Compaffion, fhewed him the thortett 
Way ro his own Houle, and on tins he took his leave. 
Carew returned before the Colonel, aud pretended to be 
greatly retrefhed with his Morn'ng’s Waik. When they 
were fat down to Dinner, Carecy enquired what Spore 
they had had, and if the Colonel iad nor met avery mie 
{erable Obie&t ? Aye, avery miferable Objet, indeed, re. 
plied the Colone), he looked mott pireonfly, and had a 
very bad Wound in his Thigh. Did net you divect hing 
here? Yes, replied the Colonel, |. did ; and he has gor 
here before you, fays Carecv, and is now at your Table. 
This occaioned a grear deal ot Mirth; bur che Colonel 
could nor be perfuaded of rhe Truth of whar Carecy aft 
ferred, tillhe thpped out, end hopped in agsin epon bis 
C rurchnes, 

About thistime Clanfe Patch, the King of the Mendis 
cants diced, and Caresy had the Honour of bring elected 
King in his room; by which Diguity, as he was provided 
with every Thing neccflary by the joint Contributions of 
the Community, he was under no Obligation to go out om 
any Cruize. Notwithftanding tins, Carecy was as active 
in his Straragems as ever; but he had not long enjoyed this 
Honour, when he was feized as an idic Vagrant, tricd 
at the Quarter Sefhions at Exeter, and, ia Defiance 
of Law, tranfported to Maryland; where being arrived, 
he took rhe Opportunity while the Captain of the Veffe!, 
and a Perfon who feemed difpofed to buy him, were 
drinking a Bottle of Punch ina Public-houfe,to give them 
the Slip, andtotake with him 2 Pint of Brandy and fome 
Bifeuits, and then berake himfelf to the Woods. 

Having thus cluded their Search, as he was entirely 
ignorant that none were allowed to-travel there withour 
proper Pafles, or that there wasaconfiderable Reward’ 
granted tor apprehending a Runaway, he congratulated 
iuméfciton his happy Efcape, and did not doudr but he 
fhould find Means to getrto Enpland. But pguing one 
Morning carly throngh a narrow Path, he was mer by 
four Men, when not being able ro produce a Pats he was 
feized, carried betore a Jultice of Peace, and clapped in 
Pyitom. Bur here happily getting Intelligence, rhat fome 
{api2ins, to whom he wasknown, were lying with rherr 
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Ships in the Harbour, he let them know his Situa- 
ion, On which they paid him a Vifits and told him, 
that as he had not been fold coa Planter, if the Cap- 
tain did not come to demand him, he would be 
publickly fold the next Court Day, and then gene- 
roufly agreed to Purchale him amongift themfelves, 
and to givehim his Liberty: Carew, fays our Au- 
thor, was fo ftruck with their Kindnefs, that he 
could not confent to purchafe his Liberty attheir Ex- 
pence, ard defired them to tell the Captain who 
brought the T'ran{ports where he was. ‘They at lait 
agreed to his Requeft, the Captain received this News 
with great Plea{ure, fent round his Boat for him, and 
had him feverely punifhed with a Cat-of-nine-tails, 
and had a heavy Iron-Collar fix'd to his Neck, and 
with this gauling Yoak he was obliged to perform the 
greateft Diudgery. One Day whem his Spirits were 
ready to fink with defpair, he faw the Captains Har- 
acy and Hopkins, two of thofe who had propofed to 
purchafehis liberty ; they were greatly affecled with 
the Miferies he fuffered, and after having founded 
the Boatiwain and Mate, prevailed on thein to wink 
athis Efcape; but the greateft Obflacle was there 
being forty Pounds Penalty and half a Year’s Impri- 
fonment for any one that took off his Iron Collar, fo 
that he muft be obliged totravel with iton. The 
Captains acquainted him with all the Difficulties he 
would meet with; but he was far from being dif- 
couraged, and refolved to fet out that Night, when 
directing him what Court totake, they gave hima 
Pocket Compats to fleer by; a Steel and Tinder- 
box, a Bag of Bifcuits, a Cheefe and fome Rum. 
After taking an affeétionate Leave of his Benefactors, 
he fet out; but he had not travelled far, before he 
began to refleét on his wretched Condition: alone, 
unarmed, unacquainted with the Way, gauled with a 
heavy Yoke, expofed every Moment to the moft ap- 
minent Dangers, and a dark tempettuous Night im- 
preaching, increafed his Terror ; hisEars were affault- 
ed with the Yells of the wild Beaits; but kindling 
some Sueks. he kept them all Night ata Diftance, by 
conitantly {winging a Fire-brand round his Head. 
‘hen Day light appeared, he had nothing todo but 
to fecx for the thickeft Tyee he could #-4:; and 
climbing into it, as he had travelled hard ali Night, 
he f00n fell afleep. Here he ftaid all Day, eating 
tparingly of his Bifcuit and Cheefe, and Night com. 
ing onhe'rook a Jarge Dramof Rum, and again pur- 
tucd his Journey: In this Manner travelling by 
Nighi, and cencealing himfelf by Day, he went on 
tib De Was out of Danger of Purtuit, Or being flopped 
tor want of a Pats, and then travelled by Day. His 
Journey was frequently interrupted by Rivers and 
Rivulets, which he was obliged ether to wade 
tnrough, oriwim over, Ar length he cilcovered five 
Indians at a Diflance ; his Fear reprefented them in 
the mot frightfal Colours, but as they came nearer, he 
perceived them cloathed in Deer-fkins, their Hair was 
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exceeding long, and to his inexpreflible Joy, he dif. 
covered that they had Guns in their Hands, which 
was afure Signof their being friendly Indians; and 
thefe having accofted him with great Civility, lees 
introduced him to their King, who {poke very good 
Englih, and made him go to his Wigwam, or Houle 
when obferving that he was much hurt by his Collar. 
the good King immediately fet himtelf about freeip : 
hin from it; at laft effected it by jagging the Steel of 
Carew’s T inder box into a Kind of Saw, his Majetty 
{weating heartily at the Work. This being done 
he fet before Curew fome Indian Bread and other Re. 
frefhments. Here he was treated with the greated 
Hofpitality and Reipect ; and fearce a Day pafied, in 
which he did not go out with foime Party ona huntin 
Ma ch, and frequently with the King hunfelf. 

One Day as they were hunting, they fell in Com. 
pany with tome other Indians near the River De/g. 
wure, and When the Chace was over {atdownto be 
merry with them, Carew took this Opportunity te, 
flip out, and going to the Kiver Side, feized one of 
their Canoes, and though entirely unacquainted with 
the Method of managing them, boldly pufhed from 
Shore, and landed near wWewca//e in Pex y/vania. 

Carere now transformed himfelt into a Quaker, 
and behaved as if he had never feen any other Sort of 
People; and in this Manner travelled to Phi/aae/phia, 
mecting every where with the kindeft Treatmem, 
and the moft plentiful Supply ; from hence he went 
to New York, where going aboard a Veilel belonging 
to Capt. Rogers, he iet fail for Exg/and; and after 
having prevented his being preffed on board a Man 
of War, by pricking his Hands and Face, and rub- 
bing them with Bay Saltand Gunpowder, to give him 
the Appearance of the Small-pox, fafely landed at 
Briftol. 

Mr. Carew having left Bri/fol, made the bef of 
his Way to Bridgwater, and from thence to 7aun- 
ton, and fo to Exeter, fupporting his travelling Ex- 
pences by his Ingenuity, as aMendicant. As foon 
as he arrived at Exeter, he tnade the beit of his 
Way to the Houle of an old Acquaintance, where 
he expected to hear fome News of his beloved 
Wife ; bur going through Eait Gate, he was met by 
two Gentlemen, who immediately cried out, Here's 
our old Friend Carewuv /! ‘They then laid hold of 
him, andtook him back to the Oxford Inn; where 
they enquired, Where he had been fo lonz ‘Time? 
He acquainted them in what Manner he had been 
feized upon Topfoam Key, and that he had been 
carried to Afuryland ; he likewife informed them 
of Captain Simmoxd’s Death, (which they were

His Majefty King Charles the Second granted 
the firft Charter, bearing Date the 2d of May, 1670,. 
and thereby conftituted a Company

Hudjon'’s Bay, including the Terra Labarador, and 
other Inveftments by the Charter, extends its Rights 
from the Latitude of about 50 Degrees, 30 Min. 
North, to 64, and between 55 and go Degrees of 
Longitude. 

Confequent of the Charter, the firft Settlement 
was nade, and a Fort built by Charles Batley, Efq; 
at the Mouth of Rupgerr’s River in the Latitude of 
ci, orthereabout, which he called Char/es Fort. 
(dnd 1 mujt obferve bere once for all, that differ- 
ent Maps vary confiderably tin the Latitudes, éut 
as the lute? are, or ought to be thé exa&ef, Ihave 
chofe to follow them.) And foon after erected ano- 
ther Fort at Fort Ne//on, in the Latitude of 57. This 
laft was betrayed to the French, and in the Year 
1682, recovered again ; inthe Year 1684, the chief 
Factory was fettled at d/éany, in about the Latitude 
of 52, and a Fort built there. It was then de- 
figned to have fixed a Colony on Charlton Iiland, in 
the Vicinage of Albany, and to have built Ware- 
houfes there for their Furs, but it was afterwards 
found incommodious and deferted ; they likewife in 
this Interval, made a Settlement at the Mouth of 
New Severn River, between Albany and Port Nel- 
{on, and another on Hayes Ifland. 

The Company were now in Pofleffion of the above 
five Settlements, and their Trade in a flourifhing 
Condition. In Fuly 1686, the French under the 
Chevalier de Troyes, in a profound Peace, made 
themfelves Mafters of Hayes Forts Rupert 
and Albany. In the Year 1693, the Company re- 
covered their Settlements again from the French. 
And in Queen Anne’s War they pofleffed themfelves 
again of all the Settlements but Albany, which were 
reftored by the Peace of Utrecht 1713, and’ | 
ever fince remained in Poffeflion of the 
pany. 

The Air, Soil and Climate of this Country 
dificult to be defined by any particular Defcrip- 
ton, as the Extent is very large, and the Situa- 
tions of the refpeétive Settlements various ; in ge- 
neral it may however be noted, that even in the La- 
titude of 40, above eleven Degrees to the Southward 
of any of the Companies Settlements, the Cold, in 

ne Winter, is feverer than at London, and confe- 
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quently muft improve greatly fo far to the North- 
ward. 

The Air indicates ftrengly the Nature of the 
Soil, as the Froit is apt to penetrate very deen, 
where it continues and renders the ratural Quvaliry 
benumb’d and inaétive all the Year; this is the Cofe 
at Church-hill in about the Latitude of so, 
which, and to the Northward, js all a barren, tlerit 
Country, which hath no natural Powers to impreg 

ate Seeds or Grain, or to give Birth or Being to 
Trees, Plants, or Flowers. But as we trace the 
Weft Coaft of Hudfon’s Bay down farther to tix 
Southward, the Soil gradually betters; and from 
Albany, round the Head of the Bay, to Slode Rive 

on the Eaft Coaft, Nature is fomewhat more gene 
rous in her Productions, giving Birth to Trees and 
Plants ; and in fome Places, Pulfe and Barley mighe 
be raifed by a skilful Husbandman, was the Count 
here well fettled, and the common Walle mace 
where Numbers inhabit, applied to Cultivation. A 
itis, rarely any ‘T hing is raifed, but fome particular 
Species of Garden Stuf, and that I am informed 
in no great Quantity, nor any Seed faved trom 
thefe Produttions. 

Captain Middteron favs, that the Winters here may 
almott be compared to what it is at the Poles; the 
Air being perfeétly chilled and frozen by the nor 
therly Winds all the Winter ; the cold Fogs, and 
Mitts, obftruct the Sun-beams moft Part of the Sum- 
mer; the Snow lies thick on the Mountains all the 
Year round, and incredible large Bodies of Ice 
continue in the ddjacent Seas. When the Wind 
blows from the Southward it is tolerably warm, but 
very contrary when from the North Welt, or North 
Fait; and is rarely out of thefe Points but in the 
two Summer Months, which, I fuppofe, may be 
June or July, when forthe major Part there are 
light Gates and Calms. For their Winter Drets, 
they ufually wear three Pair of Woollen Socks on 
their Feet, two Pair of Worfted Hoft, and one Pair 
of Cloth, and Deer Skin Shoes over their Feet, 
Breeches lined with Flannel, two or three Englith 
Jackets, and a Fur or Leather Coat over them, a 
large Beaver Cap double, to come over the Face 
and Shoulders, and blanketing under the Chin, Yarn 
Gloves, and a large Pair of Beaver Mittens hanging 
down from the Shoulders before, to put their Hands 
in, which,reach up as high astheir Elbows. And 
afier all, the being abroad, and facing the northerly 
Winds, oftentimes produces very ill Confequences, 
not only in the Effeéts of being froze in the Face, 
but alio by being obliged to lye by for Cure, 
when Inaftivity.and Confinement brings on dange 
rous Scurvies, which nothing but Airand Exerci'¢ 
Can eradicate. 


In O4cber allthe Animals turn white, and conti 
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nue fo for fix Months, except fome Foxes of a par 
ticular Kind, iome of w} wry are Crrizzie. and {ome 
Red andWhire, 
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bie Lakes and flanding Waters, which are not 
above ten or twelve Feet, are frozen to the Ground, 
and the Fim all pesifk. But in Rivers near the Sea, 
or in deep Lakes, Fifh are taken all the Winter by 
cutting Lioles in the Ice, and putting therein Lines 
and Hooks; but if with Nets, feveral Moles are 
cut in aftrait Line, and the Net is pafled from Mole 
to Hole with a Stick faftened to the Head Line, and 
what Fith comes to thefe Holes for Air are entangled 
in thefe Nets, and thefe Fifh, as foon as brought into 
the open Air, are initantly frozen as fuff as dried 
Stock-Fith. 

Beef, Pork, Mutton, Venifon, Geefe, Partridge, 
ard other Fowl, with their Feathers on and Guts in, 
are preferved by the Frof from Putrefaction, and 
are good wholfame eatiny. 

The Fith are often preferyed in Rivers and deep 
Lakes, by the imprifoned Air breaking the Ice, and 
by the Infet of Tides. The Earth is ufually frozen 
as deep as the Water, and we have not reached a 
clear Strata at ten Feet depth inthe Summer. [ne 
Houles were formerly built of Timber, but the Vio- 
lence of the Froft fplit the Beams with furpriling 
Force and Elafticity, fo now they are built with 
Stone two Foot thick, the Windows very finall, 
with thick wooden Shutters, which are fhut ciote 
eiyhteen Hours every Day in the Winter, and this 
perhaps occafions that ¢ontaminated Air, which pro- 
tuces one Specie of the Scurvy—not a little aided 
by the very bad Method they have of warming the 
Houies, which is by firft burning in Stoves their 
Wood until it comes to a Coal, and then ilopping 
the Vent to keep the Heat in, 

The Terra Labarodor, or New Britain, which as 
to Hudion’s Bay is ufually called the Eait Main, 13 
bounded on the South by the River of St. Lawrence 
and Part of New France ; on the North by Hudion’s 
Streights, and on the Eaft by the Aclantick Ocean ; 
its Extent from North to South is about 700 Miles, 
and trom Ealt to Weft, on a Medium, about 45% 
Niiles'; that isto fay, about ten Degrees of Latitude 

26 af Longitude; upon the Coaft of the At- 
ick there are feveral fine Inlets, Bays and Rivers, 
the Country extreamly well wooded in many Parts on 
the Coaft, and probably capable of agreeable Set- 
tlements for carrying onthe Fur Trade, without in- 
terfering with the Hudfon-Bay Company, extreamly 
well fituated for carrying on the Whale Fifhery to 
Davis's Streights, and produces fome of the beit 
Kind of Ship'Limber. On the Welt Side next Hud- 
fon’s Pay, im about the Latitude of 47, within what 


} 
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is called the North and Welt Sleepers, and the Ba- 
Ker’s Dozen, is a new difcavered Sea or Lake ex- 
tending Norchward almoft to Hudion’s Streights, and 
Eailwards hall aver the Continent, and if actually 
communicaung with Hudfan’s Streights would 
forten tic Way confiderably into the Bay, faving 
about 2:50 Leagues failing in that Pafflace, and 
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worth Difcovery than the Whim of a North-Weg 
Paflage, and more effentially commands our Atten- 
tion, as Hudfon’s Streights are neag 120 Leagues 
through, befides carrying us almoft as many out of 
a Direct, and this Way would not be above 69 
Leagues in a direct Courfe, or rather advantageous 
Slant, and muft even contribute to facilitate the Pur- 
fuit of a North Weft Paflage, which however {ure 
fome Men may prefume themfelves to be of findin 
they have hitherto attempted on very odd Principles ; 
and it feems not a littl unaccountable to me, that 
the Condu€t of two Companies diametrically eppo- 
fite to each other, of being able, and of not beino 
able, to carry on the refpective Trades entrufted te 
their Care, fhould equally fubje& them to Cen. 
fure, and an Attempt to deltroy them by the Hand of 
Power, as has been the Cafe lately of the African 
and Hudfon Bay Companies ; but it feems equally a 
Paradox, that the fame Man who declares to all his 
Friends an abfolute Averfion to all Companies, 
fhould at almoit the fame Inftant of Time become 
the publick Advocate, tor the Turkey and Hudfon 
Bay Companies. ‘Thefe Myfteries Time can onl 
clear up, and I wifh I could fay, that they either 
{uited common Senfe or common Honefty. 

In Conclufion, I have only to obferve, that if the 
French run away with and underfell us in the Fur 
Trade, which I have never yet feen proved, and we 
canturn the Balance upon them, by extending this, 
to where no Trade has hitherto been, and the Publick 
may be well fecured, that m will not be as in the 
African, the turning of fome Trade into none at 
all, and throwing the Whole into the Hands of the 
french, I fhall then moft heartily with for the 
Opening of this Trade, but otherwife confider it 
a wild Adventure, which no wife Government will 
ever aflent to, without ample Security to anfwer all 


the Confequences.

Extrad of a Letter from Hallifax in Nowa Scotia, 
dated Augufi 6, 1759. 
‘ The Town of Hallifax is brought to a great Height, 
and is a large {pacious Town, built and enclofed by tive 
Forts. The Governor is extending his Forces into the 
Country, to fertle a Place called Chebeéto, lately in. 
habited by neutral French, bur molt of them have de- 
ferred it. The great Occafion of that is,. that. we have 
got no improved Land near us, and there are rhere 
many thoufands of Acres of cultivated Land. As iris 
up in an Enemy’s Country, we are fending ap ail 
Lafcell’s Regiment, and soo Forces more, befides near 
twenty Sail ot Veffels round with Stores, Proviiions- 
and Baggage. At firlt we were at the Mercy of the 
Indians, who cat off a good many of our People ar 
ditferent Times; but now we have got four or five Forts 
made up in the Country, and fuch large Parties of Men, 
who are eniltedon Purpole, with fhort Cjoathing, Guns, 
* tmall Axes, and {Calping Knives, to range continually 
in the Woods, and fight them with their own Weapons ; 
They l:ave had fome Engagements with them, wherein 
we had fome Succefs of Jare. We have taken fome 
French whom we found affifting them, end brought 
in a Sloop which we took in the Bay of Fundy, car- 
rying Provilions to them from the Freach, fo that we 
are in an entire Srate of War. They fometime came to 
the oppolire Side of the Harbour, and appear in great 
Bodies, where they killed five, and carried four away, 
who went on Shore to walk on 3 Sunday. We are otten 
alarmed and fend out Parties, bur rhey take Care imme- 
diately upon being difcovered, to berake rhemfe!res to 
theis general Safe-guard the thickeit Part o: the Wood.
